The  formation 
of  this  beautiful  dahlia  is  quite  different  from  any 
we  have  seen,  the  petals  being  very  broad.  It  is 
only  a  medium  size  plant,  but  literally  covered 
with  blooms.  The  color  is  a  very  refined  and  deli¬ 
cate  pink,  deepening  as  the  flower  matures.  A 
plant  of  this  variety  is  a  picture  in  itself . 


Golden  Sonne — Cactus.  One  of  our  Holland  intro¬ 
ductions  of  intrinsic  beauty.  Was  shown  by  us, 
and  in  one  of  the  best  shows  of  the  year;  was  an 
outstanding  flower.
